THE ANNUAL REPORTS. 

A Summary of the Corporation Work for 
the Past Year. 

Last evening the various committees 
of the City Council presented their an- 
nual reports, which were on motion 
adopted, being taken as read, and re- 
ferred to the printing committee for 
publication in pamphlet form. 

STKKET committee. 

The report of the street committee 
showed the work performed under their 
direction during 1889, including con- 
tracts, box drains laid, rock taken out 
l)y steam drill, rock broken by i.ick 
crusher, rock broken by hand, streets 
macadamized and repaired, and side- 
walks laid by the cily carpenter. The 
detailed statement annexed showed the 
contract work on streets during 1S8!), 
exclusive of work still in baud, to 
amount to $-!7,(i'J0. During the year 
•I4,:tl8 feet of box drain were laid at a 
cost of 37,570; .'1,192 yards of rock were 
broken by hand at a cost of $3,222; 
.-.,000 yards of rock were taken 
out by the steam drill, cost $7,500; 
12,-ltiS yards of rock were broken by the 
rock crusher, coast $3,740; and 3,835 
yards wore taken out by contract, cost 
§8,027. In 1889 $4,925 was spent for 
new sidewalks in Johnson street ward; 
$2,430 iu James Bay ward, and $2,274 
in Yates street ward. For re-laying 
sidewalks 81,301 was spent in Johnson 
Street ward, $1)09 in James Bay ward, 
and $1,285 in Yates street ward. 

In concluding their report, tile street 
committee recommended that the work 
of tilling in the ravine at Fin lay son's 
Bridge bo prosecuted by tho incoming 
stieut coniniittoe; also that a retaining 
wall be built at the site above men- 
tioned, and that application be made 
to the Dominion Government for a grant 
of that part of the foreshore extending 
northward from the portion tilled in bv 
Mr. R. Finlayson to msan water mailt 
on the northern shore of Hock Bay, and 
westward from Government street, west 
side, about 300 feet. Thu committee 
deplored the fact that many frivolous

claims for damages had been put in by 
property owners whose premises were 
enhanced in valuo by the operations 
which thoy considered injurious and en- 
titling them to damages. The connnit- 
teo recommended tliat tho city inombcrs 
bo requested to have section 193 of the 
Municipalities Act amended at »he 
ensuing Hossion so as to give 
the Corporation power to make improve- 
ments w ithout being subject to vexatious 
and frivolous claims for damages. 

SAN1TARV. 

The sanitary Officer's report showed 
that the health of the city had improved 
since June, 1889; nine-tenths of the sur- 
face drains were reported to bo in good 
condition; tho block, bounded by Gov- 
eminent, Douglas, Cormorant and Fis- 
gai'd streets, had, during the 
last six months, been furnish- 
ed with satisfactory drainage at 
the expense of the property owners, 
greatly improving the sanitary condi- 
tion of this locality. Contained in the 
report was the recommendation that 
Cook street drain be boxed and lllled 
up, and that the drainage of Pembertoh 
street be improved. Up to the date of 
the report 541 notices hud boon served, 
500 personal inspections were made, and 
eleven summons were issued by the 
sanitary officer, requesting tho removal 
of nuisances. 

The report of the sanitary committee 
referred to the great need for a proper 
system of sewerage in the city. In con- 
clusion the committee recommended 
that w here drains will remain undis- 
turbed for a number of years, earthen- 
ware pipes be substituted for wood, 
also that connecting closets with the 
present system of drainage be abolished. 
WATKB WORKS. 
The report of the water committee 
and commissioner was a moat extensive 
mid carefully prepared document, deal- 
ing in detail with the questions of 10- 
iuoh main, Albion iron Works accounts, 
right of wayaccount for steel main, la- 
bor account (totalling $37,489.92 for 
the year), elevation of water in the 
mains, extension of the mains through- 
out the city, location of tire hydrants, 
etc. The total expenditure in connec- 
tion with the extension of the water- 
works system in the city was shown to 
be $22,015.34 from the ¥00,000 loan and 
$] 1,851.17 from the general revenue. 
Eighty-one meters are now in use, meas- 
uring in Pecembei'2,686 thousandgallons 
of water. The comparative table of rents 
and services shows u total of receipts 
from rents for 18S9 of $40,405.30, as 
against $36,744.41 in 18S8; the services 
for 1889 producing a revenue of $1,027.- 
50, as compared with $1,019.52 iu 1888. 
CITY 1IAI.1., PARK, LIBRARY AND CEME- 
TERIES. 

The committee of the above matters, 
in regard to the library, reported that 
there were at present 1,000 active mem- 
bers, and that they considered that the 
salary of the librarian was totally in- 
adequate for the work done. 

According to the report the old 
cemetery has been looked after this 
year; new fences, etc., havo been built 
ut the Koss Hay cemetery, und the 
caretaker's house has been repaired and 
the fences repainted. A large water 
tank bus also been built, giving a splen- 
did supply to those who wish to keep 
flowers on the graves. 

The committee also reported that the 
contract for the new wing to the 
City Hall had been let and 
that the new addition will add greatly 
to the convenience of the city officials 
by giving them more office room The 
library and reading rO»m will also be 
located in the new buildings. 

The committee recommended that 
the new council make an additional al- 
lowance on the improvements at Beacon 
Hill park, as the $25,000 already voted 
lias been nearly cxpouded. 

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

This committee reports that 35 addi- 
tional lights have been put in during 
the year which necessitated the putting 
up of six miles of line. They recom- 
mended the new council to sell the en- 
gine and boiler now in use and purchase 
new engines capable of developing 175 
or 200 H. P., and also new electrical 
plant. Tho committee further drew 
I the attention of the council to the fact 
that it would be a vast improvement if 
the dynamos were so arranged that one 
could be started or stopped without in- 
terfering with the other!:. 

DRAINAOK. 

Trie committee on this important sub- 
ject stated that they considered that 
the cause of the defeat of the by-laws lo 
allow the city to borrow $050,000 for 
sewerage was not indifference on the 
part of the ratepayers but simply their 
disapproval of the system submitted to 
them. The report al io stated that the 
Johnson street sewer is progressing fav- 
orably. 

ASSESSMENT ROM.. 
According to the report of the com- 
mittee on assessments the total value of 
assessed property in Victoria in 1889 
was $8,948,903. The report also stated 
that the rate of assessment, remains the 
same as usual, viz. , 1 1-5 per cent on 
the dollar.

THE PIKE DEPARTMENT. 

Tho report of the chief engineer of 
the lire department shows a very light 
lire record for the year, and that the 
apparatus with the exception of the old 
engines and a few of the hydrants is in 
good condition. 

In his report the chief recommends 
that some of the old apparatus bought 
by the old volunteer department be 
sold, that the Vates street ball be en- 
larged for the accommodation of a horse 
hose reel, that a chemical engine and 
two new horses for the truck be pur- 
chased. 

The chief also says that at present a 
splendid lot of men aro in the depart- 
ment, all of them being careful and 
prudent. 

The fire wardens' report for the ycur 
is a very good showing for the elliciency 
of the department, very few tires hav- 
ing ocoured, but still the wardens have 
not been backward ill buying new ap- 
paratus to enable the department to 
light any lire. The wardens recom- 
mended the sale of all old apparatus 
and the overhauling of the Tiger and 
Deluge engines, if the latter was not 
sold. They consider that the chief, as- 
sistant, officers and men have done 
their duty iu a very satisfactory 
manner. 

POMGE. 

The report of the chief of police for 
the year just closed was an interesting 
document. The number of cases tried 
in the police court was shown to have 
been 815, the busiest month being Aug- 
ust with a record of 90 arrests, and the 
lowest number of cases, forty-two, being 
tried in June. One hundred and 
twenty Indians figured in the police 
court during the year, 55 Chinese and 039 
of various nationalities. Fifty separate 
offences were included in tho list of 
eases tried, very few being of a very 
BOrious criminal character. 

In his report the .Superintendent of 
Police stated that the force now 
consisted of Superintendent, sergeant 
and twelve constables; nine uniformed 
and three in plain clothes. The atten- 
tion of the council was direc.'.ed to the 
necessity of providing suitable quarters 
for persons of unsound mind detained 
at the cily lockup.

— The protectionists 
and liberals persist in their demand for 
a revision of the tariff, and Seuor Sa- 
gasta has consequently placed hia re- 
signation in the hands of the queen re- 
gent. 

London's l.n Grippe. 

London, Jan. 7. — There is no decrease 
in the number of cases ot influenza, nor 
is there any mitigation of the firulence 
of the disease, which in most cases 
shows a tendency toward pneumonia. 
Adelaide Dctcbon, the American 
actress, is prostrated with the malady, 
and has been obliged to cancel all her 
engagements. 

The I ii ran I KIuk'n llluesi. 

Madrid, Jan. 7- — The condition of 
the infant King of Spain, who is ill 
with influenza, is worse than it was this 
morning. Physicians aro in constant 
attendance at the little fellow's bed- 
side. 

I he AuKlo-t*ortugue*e Ulspate. 

London, Jan. 7- — The latest note sent 
by Lord Salisbury to tho Portuguese min- 
ister of foreign affairs requested Poitu- 
gal to immediately order her agents in 
South East Africa to put a stop at once 
to acts similar to those attributed to 
Serpa Pinta, and intimated that their 
continuance would jeopardize the friend- 
ly diplomatic discussion of tho ques- 
tions at issue. It is stated that orders 
have been sent to the warships at Gibr- 
altar with especial reference to Portugal. 

Mealed Orders. 

London, Jan. 7.— The admiralty 
yacht Enchantress sailed from Ports- 
mouth for Gibraltar to-day with sealed 
orders for the iron-clads, Henbow and 
Colossus. There is thought to be no 
doubt the orders relate to Portugal.

London, Jan. 8. — The schedule of 

changes in tho judicial rents issued by 

the Irish land commission, shows an 
average reduction in 1889 of five per 

cent. This is as large an abatoment as 
has been made during any year. 

Lord Naiiderlllc llrnten by a Pugilist. 

London, Jan. 8. — Charloy Mitchell, 
the pugilist, made a violent attack on 
Lord Mandeville in the Abington res- 
taurant last night, and the noble lord 
was severely mauled before his frionda 
could interfere. Mitchell first struck 
at Baird, Smith's backer in the Slavin 
tight, but Baird dodged the blow and it 
fell on Mandeville, who was standing 
near Baird; Mandevills resented it, 
and was punished. Mitchell subse- 
quently chastised Baird. Other sports 
interfered and Mitchell and Pony 
Moore had to make a hurried exit. 
They wero hustled by a crowd on reach- 
ing the street.

AN ELECTRIC WIRE 



Causes the Destruction of a Five- 
Story Building 1 . 

The Western Union Olliee at 8t. bonlt In 
Ruins --List of the Estimated 

bosses. 



St. Louis, Jan. 8. —The Western 
Union otiice is iu ruins. The walls still 
stand but the inside is completely gut- 
ted. A network of wires and cables 
leads into the building by way of the 
roof, that tops its livo stories. The 
storm of yesterday loaded down the 
electric light wires, as well us the tele- 
graph and telephone wires, with a heavy 
coating of ice. During yesterday uud 
hist night many breaks occurred, and 
the service was badly interrupted. At 
about U o'clock this morning a wire 
lending to the basement of the build- 
ing came in contact with a 
broken electric light wire and 
at ouce the building was ignited, 
but a few people were iu the basement. 
Trouble being anticipated from the 
wires on the roof, if at all, little atten- 
tion was given to the basement,, and the 
tire had gotten beyond control before it 
was discovered. The fire department 
made tt hard tight, but the mass of wires 
which almost shut the light out of the 
streets near the Western Union building 
prevented successful work, and the fire- 
men would not risk their lives in cutting 
them uutil the electric wire currents 
wero turned off. About ten streams of 
water were poured into the building for 
more than an hour before the fire was 
gotten under control. The Associated 
Press office was situated on the second 
floor aud was totally destroyed. But 
fow persons were in the building when 
tbe tire began, and although several had 
narrow escapes all reached the ground 
in aafety. Several firms occupied offi- 
ces and stores in the building and their 
losses will be total. Following is a list 
of the occupants of the building and 
estimated losses: W. U. Telegraph 
Co., $50,000; Daily Priuting Co., §15,- 
000; Allen & Gunter, cigarettes, $5,000; 
Bradley Printing aud Roll Paper Co., 
§1,000; M. Dahl, green cigars and 
tobacco, $'J,000; Chtis. Scbuler, restau- 
rant, $1,000; Stephen Ridglsy, owner 
of building, $75,000. The adjoining 
buildings were badly damaged by smoke 
and water.

City or Peking Overdue. 

San Francisco, Jan. 8.— The City of 
Peking which was due at this port on 
Monday last from China, has not arriv- 
ed yet and up to a late hour this after- 
noon bad not been sighted. It is believed 
that the steamer bus had a rough pas- 
sage and that strong head winds have 
prevented her from making good pro- 
gress, and in consequence she is bohind 
her schedule time. 

Fortifying Fort Point. 

•San Francisco, Jan. 8. — The war 
department has concluded not to place 
any of Hie Xalinski dynamite guns in 
tbe new fortifications at Fort Point. 
Instead, 8-inch rifles will be mounted in 
the earth covered batteries on the bluff 
overlooking Golden Gate.

San Francisco, Jan. 8.— The report 
is again in circulation that an English 
sydioate is again iu thu field endeavor- 
ing to buy up the breweries iu San 
Francisco and its vicinity, it is said 
that the Fredericksburg Brewery has 
been sold for $6,000,000, of which sum 
.*3OO,OO0 has already been paid.

THE WIDE WEST WRECK. 



The Steamer a Total Loss ou De- 
struction Island. 



HardibipB Emlnred by Captain and Crew 
Before Reaching Port TownsenU.— 
Story of tho Wreck. 



Port Townsend, Jan. 7.— The Wide 
West was wrecked on tho beach off the 
mainland east southeast of Destruction 
island Saturday morning, December 28. 
All on board are now safe. Full par- 
ticulars of the disaster reached this 
city this evening by the arrival of Capt. 
Sparling on tho Evangel Tho captain 
states that ho crossed out ovor the bar 
from Astoria at 7:30 a. m., with fair 
weather and northeast wind, which con- 
tinued abouS twelvo hours, when it 
veered to southeast und the barometer 
began falling rapidly. At 11 a. m. on 
Friday, December 27, the wind veered 
to southwest and the barometer con- 
tinued falling. The hurricane constant- 
ly increased iu fury. 

At 2 o'clock Saturday morning, when 
the sea was rapidly rolling and tho ves- 
sol straining badly, a heavy crash was 
heard. The mate went below to inves- 
tigate the cause and reported that the 
propeller was gone. Captain Sparling 
immediately ordered all sail spread and 
set off for land but modified the order 
when he learned that tho propeller was 
not entirely gone. He ordered the 
spanker set ami endeavored to steam to 
sea, for he soon found that the vessel 
would not steer — with helm hard over 
she would not coino further than south- 
east by south. Her tiller guide unu 
rudder stock were badly twisted. 

She was soon drifting helplessly iu 
tho trough of the tremendously westerly 
swell and furious south-westerly wind. 
A heavy squall carried away her spanker 
and boom and also her patent log und 
rotator. Her log registered 72 when 
carried away. 

Under lee of Destruction island she 
dropped anchor in seven fathoms of 
water, which iustantly parted a new 
live-inch manilla hawser. About 4:30 a. 
m. she was driven ashore, striking on a 
reef, when the next sea raised her clear 
off and grounded her inside between two 
boulders. 

George Campbell, a seaman, immed- 
iately jumped overboard and carried a 
life line to shore, by means of which the 
entire crew was safely landed. Six men 
were left with the wreck while cuptuiu 
Sparling, bis brother, Dr. George H. 
Sparling, aud George Campbell immed- 
iately set out for Pyaht overland. 

The intense hardship of this journey 
will he well understood by those ac- 
quainted with the difficulties of travel- 
ing through the mountain and forest 
wilderness at this season of the 
year. They procured an Indian 
guide and started up Hoh river for 
La Push, a distance of thirty miles, that 
occupied thirty-six hours. At La Push 
they were hospitably received by the 
post-trader, Dan Pullen. F'rom here 
they went to Quilyute and thence pro- 
ceeded over Pysht mountain in company 
with the mail carrier, arriving at Pysht 
last week Thursday, having traveled 
overland a distance of soventy miles, 
encountering deep snow the entire dis- 
tance. 

It was impossible for them to leave 
Pysht uutil to-day, when they boarded 
the Evangel and came to the city. As 
the wires to Pysht were down it was 
impossible for them to solid any intelli- 
gence of their disaster or rescue to allay 
the anxiety of their friends. 

The revenue cutter Corwin loft Neab 
bay lust Saturday, to search dowu 
along tho coast for a trace of the miss- 
ing steamer, and it is probable that the 
six men left to watch the vessel have 
been picked up ere this. 

Besides Captain F. H Sparling of 
Seattle, and bis brother, Dr. George H. 
Sparling, there were they following sea- 
men aboard : William Walton, mote; 
R. Golding, chief engineer; George 
Campbell, Charles Morellius, Harry 
Hanson, Frank Wilson, fireman; Wil- 
liam Weiss and a Chinese cook. George 
Campbell, the seaman who arrived to- 
day with Captain Sparling, has been on 
the coast about a mouth. He states 
that he served in the United States 
navy and that he was master-at-arms of 
tho United States ship Franklin, when 
she brought Boss Tweed from Vigo, 
Spain. 

The loss by the wreck of the Wild 
West is about §15,000.

IMPORTANT A D VANTAGES, 



it may bo worth whilo to enquire inU 
the advantages which this city and tin 
surrounding country are likely t< 
derive from tho establishment of tlu 
flouring mill, for which a mna.ll bonu.- 
was voted on Tuesday. 

It will be safe to aay that tho mill'wil. 
require to keop it at work for twelve 
months live thousand tons of wheat 
Where is that wheal to come from ! 
Every grain of it ami very much more 
can be raised on the Island of Vancou- 
ver. It is well known that excellent 
wheat can be grown on this island. VV» 
have been told that there is land on it 
capable of growing two tons to tho acre 
This is a very high estimate Allowin; 
that tho land cun produce on an avoragi 
one ton or a little less to the acre, it 
will take 5,000 acres or a few more to 
raise enough wheat to keep the Mount 
Royal Mill going every year. Then 
must be within a comparatively ahori 
distance from Victoria more than twice 
that quantity of laud capable of pro- 
ducing wheat. It is said that the 
reason why more wheat has not been 
raised on the Island hitherto ia because 
there has been no market. The new 
mill will supply that want. At it the 
farmer will bo able to got cash for every 
bushel of wheat he raises. Aa we haw 
calculated, the sum thus expended wil, 
be $12o,0O0a year. The expenditure 
of this very considerable sum umong the 
farmers of the district will benefit, not 
only them, but every one with whom 
they doal. It can be readily seen that 
it is impossible to benent one class oi 
the community without benefiting other 
classes. The industry that helps the 
farmer to better his condition cannot 
but bo of advantage to the inhabitants 
of tho town. 

Then there will be a considerable sum 
paid as wages to the employes, and the 
employment given to truckmen and the 
other items of outlay will all contribute 
to increase tho volume of tho city's busi- 
ness. 

If the farmers of the island will, as 
we hope and believe take advantage ol 
the opportunity afforded them by the 
erection of the flour mill and the estab- 
lishment of a market for wheat, this 
city and the island generally will uoi 
have to go abroad for their supply ol 
flour. Tho money which now goes to 
the United States and Eastern Canada 
for that necessary of life will bo koptai 
home and will give a stimulus to othci 
industries. 

Being able to grow our own bread 
supply, will make us ambitious to be in- 
dependent in the matter of meats, but- 
ter and cheese and provisions of all 
kinds. The money sent ubroad every 
year for provisions should be available 
for tho support of a homo population. 
And there is, as far as we can seo, veiy 
little to hinder Ilritish Columbia raising 
everything that its soil and climate arc 
capable of producing. It is beginning 
to bo a reproach to the province that it 
is obliged to send abroad for commodi- 
ties that can.be eaaily produced at home 

The British Columbia farmer is in ono 
important respect more favorably situ- 
ated than tho ^farmer of any other ol 
the provinces. The community he lives 
iu is not exclusively agricultural, There 
ure, almost at bis doors, besides tho in 
habitants of the cities, a large number 
of miners, fishermen, and seamen to be 
fed. He need not go out of the province 
to find a market for every dollar's worth 
that ho can raise. Tho prices of potatoes, 
poultry, eggs, butter, and otlisr farm 
produce in British Columbia appear al 
most fabulous to the eastern agricultur- 
ist. Every acre of land available foi 
cultivation on this Island ought to b< 
made to yield as heavy a crop as In- 
dustry and skill, combined with its 
natural fertility, can cause it to pro- 
duce, in order to meet this healthy 
homo demand. Wo sincorely trust that 
the establishment of the flouring millt 
in Victoria will givo the farming popula 
tion tho stimulus it needs, and will 
mark a new era in the agricultural a; 
well a; tho manufacturing progress ol 
the province. 

THE DISPUTED TERRITORY. 

The dispute between Great Britain 
and Portugal about tho territory in the 
interior of Africa does hot appoar to be 
nearer settlement than it was a few 
months igo. The l'or'uguose oflicor, 
Major Pinto, bus gone into tho dis- 
puted territory with a small army of 
black men and a gatling gun or two 
and has endeavored to civilize and 
Christianize the natives by killing and 
wounding some hundreds of them with 



his murderouB machine guns. He has 
also torn down 'che British flag, under 
which the unfortunate/ cror.fcuros ex- 
pected to be proteotcd, and set up the 
Portuguese standard in its place. The 
country is part of the field in which 
the devoted Livingstone labored. There 
aro in it important missions maintained 
at a very considerable expense. A 
writer from the spot Bays : • ; 

With but little interruption for some 
30 years English and Scotch missionaries 
and traders have been spreading them- 
selves over Nyassaland cast, south and 
we,st; towns have been established, 
churches, schools, and stores built, legi- 
timate trade carried on, roads made, 
steamers placed on tho lake, and 
tho lake itself accurately surveyed-, yet 
no sign was given until the other day by 
the Portuguese that they regarded these 
operations as a usurpation of their own 
administrative functions." 

The Universities Mission has sev- 
eral stations in the disputed territory, 
fhe Established Church of Scotland has 
a mission there which has been called 
after Livingstone's birthplace, Bluntyre. 
It has flourishing schools and a farm on 
which experiments have been made in 
the cultivation of coffee, tea, wheat, and 
other valuable plants with great success. 
The object of the missionaries appears 
to be to convince tho natives that a 
moro profitable trade cun be carried on 
in theBu commodities than in almost the 
only article of commerce they had any 
knowledge of previous to the coming ol 
the missionaries among them — 
which was human flesh-— "black 
ivory," as it was with grim and brutal 
facetiousness called by the Portuguese. 
Somo idea may be formed of tho extent 
of this mission when it ia known that 
..some $200,000 have already beer 
pendecl upon it. The Free Church oi 
Scotland has also a mission at a place- 
called Bandawe, which has been estab- 
lished some fourteen years. It is fam- 
ous in the land for its medical depart- 
ment. Attention is paid to the bodies 
as well us the souls of the native popu 
latum. As many as ten thousand reoeivi 
treatment at the mission's despensarics 
every year. This mission has ulso estab- 
lished schools at which largo numbers 
receive instruction. The sum of $225,- 
000 has been expended on the mission, 
and it is maintained at a cost of $20,000 
a year. The African Lakes Company 
has also exercised a civilizing influence 
in this disputed territory. It was con- 
stituted in 1878, und its object was to 
assist, the missions in those regions. Ii 
has tried with considerable success to 
develop legitimate commerce, consider- 
ing it as the safest and 3urest cure for 
the slave tracie. It has also done its 
best to discountenance the traffic in 
spirituous liquors, which, wherever it is 
introduced, does so much harm to un- 
civilized and half-civilized peoples. 
This company has twelve trading 
stations in tho country, and 
altogether its influence appears to 
have beeu highly beneficial to the native 
inhabitanta. Speaking of this region 
and of the claim of tho Ilritish nation 
to a protectorate over its inhabitants, 
the Rev. Horace Waller says: 

"Dotted hero and there, from tlu 
mangrove swamps at the Kongone 
mouth of the Zambesi to the furthest 
extremity of Lake Nyassa's shore, we 
pass the graves of naval officers, oi 
brave ladies, of a missionary bishop, ol 
clergymen, Foreign Office representa 
tives, doctors, scientific men, engineers 
and mechanics. All these were our 
country men; they lie in glorious graves: 
their careers have been foundation 
stones, and already the edifice rises." 

British mission stations are working 
nt high pressure on the Shire highlands, 
and under various auspices, not only 
upon the shores of Lake Nyassa, but 
on its islands also, and by desperate 
choice, as it were, in the towns of the 
devastating hordes who live on the 
plateaux on either side of the lake, 
lumbers of native Christians owe their 
knowledge of the common Faith to 
those efforts. Scores of future chiefs 
are being instructed in the schools 
spread over hundreds of miles; planta- 
tions are being mapped out; commerce 



? % FJ! 
permitted to capture American vcuns on 
the high seas and send them to port as 
prizes. Thu» is an incident of war not 
peace." Precisely, to capture a ahip of 
a friendly nation on the high sens is insol- 
onee of the most unpardonable kind and 
an act of wur. But it is no moro inso- 
lent for a Colombian gunboat to seize 
and send to port any Amoricnn vessel 
off the coast of San Bias than it iB for 
an American cruiser to capture and 
plunder a British Bhip on the 
high; .Boas off the coast of 
Alaska. If , Colombia deserves to bo 
"punished" for such insolence and such 
an incident of war, so does tho United 
States for doing precisely the same 
thing with less excuBO..

and half-castes peddle and barter; and 
it is a satisfaction, by-the-by, to us to 
hear that a fair return upon English 
capital is a result of these particular 
operations in Central Africa. Putting 
aside the question of money outlay 
tloue, which we see has beeu very great 
—Bay, in round numbers, £170,000 
(omitting the consular expenditure and 
details of the Buchanan venture, which 
sro not under our hand) — it cannot be 
denied that religion, civilization, anil 
British commerce have now something 
to say with their "enemies in the 
gates." 

It will be seen from this that the 
N'yassa country, wliich has been the 
scene of Major Pinto's barbarities, has 
been for over thirty years a fieh. -''or 
liritish philanthropy and British enter- 
prise. If the Portuguese are allowed to 
take possession of the country, it c\n 
hardly bu expected that the Ilritish 
missionaries and British traders will be 
allowed to continue their work un- 
molested. Hut there soems to be little 
fear of that, for Lord Salisbury said to 
thu deputation that waited upon him 
not long ago to represent to him the 
claims of the missionaries und the 
native population to tho protection ol 
the British Empire— "The suggestion 
that the Portuguese authorities will 
lay violent hands upon any of your mis- 
sion stations seems to mo an entirely 
groundless and impossible hypothesis. 
I should as soon expect to bo told that 
Portugal would go to Table Bay and 
annex Cape Town." From this it may 
bo inferred that tho British (jovern- 
incut will, if needs be, take as strong 
measures to keep the Portuguese out of 
thu territory which Great Britain has 
pledged herself to protect as slio would 
to retain possession of Cape Town. If 
this is what Lord Salisbury meant, 
.Major Pinto will find that ho committed 
a blunder as well as a crime when he 
attacked tho natives of Makolo for re- 
fusing to submit to his authority. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Thb measure which tho Americans 
mete out to others they do not want 
meted out to themselves. One of thoir 
Vessels hns, it appears, been violating 
tho coasting laws of the Republic 
of Colombia. From Creytown she 
went from place to place to pick up 
cocoa nutH that had been collected for 
her. When she roachod the San Bias 
coaBt she was seized by a Colombian 
gunboat and waa taksn by her to Car- 
tagena, where alio is now hold. The 
San Francisco Chronicle speaks of this 
seizure as an act of " insolence," and 
says Indignantly "Neither Colombia, nor 
any other nation however small, can bo

THE EARTH'S SURFACE. 

BoUio Curious FAOtji ;ibout a Ci)mm*H' 
plttou Subject 

To illustrate tho immensity of the globe on 
which wo live, it bus been demonstrated that 
tlio loftiest mountain ranges, as compared 
with the diameter of tli ■ earth, are but us the 
roughness on the skin iil an orange, and the 
deepest declivities are as if the orange had 
been scratched with tli ■ thumb nail So, to 
all intents and piii-u tus, the surface of the 
earth Is smooth at i mi broken 

This is true enoti . but we can never ac- 
tually realize the I i : l I BCD use we are a part 
of the world mid . i to adequate standard 
of comparison. 

While walking uiullg a city streota ten 
story building seems to loom up to an im- 
presslvo height, a church spire appears to 
pierce the sky, and the Eill'el tower, with its 
thousand feet of height, is one of the world's 
wonders. 

Yet the White mountains, a comparatively 
LuBlgnlflcnnt rango, rd'a six times us high a* 
the Eiffel tower, and it would take twenty- 
nine such towers, one on top of the other, to 
attain the altitude of Mount Everest, in the 
Himalayas. 

The entire earth is thus roughened, wher- 
over the ground projects from the sea, with 
the exception of a few deserts, and even then 
they do not lie perfectly Hat, without excep- 
tion, having a tilt like the roof of a house. 

And then, as if nature intended to equal- 
ize matters, the watery portions of tho earth 
are depressed, only much more so. That is 
to say, for every cubic yard raised at.ovo the 
earth's surface there are at least three cubic 
yards excavated, 

All over the world rivers, bisc and little, 
are continually scooping out channels and 
lakes from great depressions, and tho mighty 
oceans are full of valleys and abysses In 
which mountain ranges could be buried. 

The At lantio ocean averages a depth of 12,- 
000 feet, quite deep enough to bury tho White 
mountains, the Blue Ridge and nearly all the 
Rocky mountain range. 

About 100 miles east of New York the At- 
lantic is IXH) feet deep, and then it deepens so 
rapidly that 200 miles from the shore it tidies 
a lino 10,01)0 feet long to touch bottom. 

Off St. Thomas, in tho West indies, tho bod 
of the ocean lies L'o.Oi'O feet below tho surface, 
and that depression would certainly hold, 
without any trouble, the highest mountain in 
the United States, with about :S,000 feet to 
spare. 

But even these '""pths, stupendous as thoy 
are, cannot compare with the awful abysses 
of the Pacific, This great ocean, covering an 
area of 71,000,000 square miles, does not shoal

Along tho American coast for perhaps 200 
miles out. the depth ranges from nothing to 
0,000 feet. Outside of this is a strip wherein 
the depth reaches 12,000 feet. 

The water surrounding tho Aleutian islands 
is comparatively shallow, but with that ex- 
ception the Eastern Pacific averages from 
12,000 to 1S.000 feet in depth. 

The western half of tho Pacific ocean is a 
complete contrast to the eastern. Archi- 
pelagoes and scattered islands are exceeding- 
ly numerous ami shallows are plentiful, yet it 
is in the western hall' that the greatest depths 
occur. 

To the cast of the Kurilo islands und Japan 
there lies a crescent shaped piece of water, 
which well merits the name of an abyss. It 
extends from 60 (legs, north latitude to 20 
degs. north latitude, or for nearly 2,000 miles, 
und the average depth of this area is nearly 
24,000 feet. 

That is deep enough in all conscience, but 
tho Pacific has another abyss still doepor. 
Lying like a ditch across tho entrance to the 
Seu of Okhotsh is an abyss, where the 
United States ship Tuscarora found a depth 
of s!,0.V> fathoms, or 27,0!!0 feet, a hole pretty 
nearly deep enough lor Mt. Everest. 

As said at the beginning of this article, we 
cannot realize what these depths look like. 
There is something awful in the idea of a de- 
pression live miles deep, and our imagination 
is not equal to the task. 

Mountains are within our ideas, and their 
imposing heights and pinnacles exercise no 
terrors for us; but any opening into tho 
earth, unless perfectly familiar or very shal- 
low, makes us instinctively recoil. 

Ho it is quite as well for our peace of mind 
that we only know the depths of the ocean 
by the record of soundings. 

It may be interesting to know how these 
depths are measured. There are several deep 
Boa sounding machines, some very ingenious 
and complicated, depending on electrical and 
mechanical contrivances for measurements, 
but the general methods aro the same. 

Ordinary soundings, that is, whore the 
depth does not exceed 100 fathoms, aro made 
by throwing tho lead overboard, attached to' 
a cord, and a fairly accurate measurement 
may be made while tho ship is in motion. 

l!ut for deep sea soundings this method 
would bo t oo crude. The ship must bo brought 
to a stand-till as m arly as practicable by 
throwing thosailsnbuck, and the line dropped 
as perpendicularly as possible. 

Thi! line is made of line steel wire und the 
lead is a largo iron ball, perhaps 100 pounds 
In weight. Through the center of tho ball is 
run an iron cylinder, and when the boll 
touches bottom it is disconnected and left 
there, while the cylinder is drawn to '.he sur- 
face. 

The bottom of tho cylinder is cup shaped 
and filled with tallow, so that particles of the 
ocean's bed will adhere to the tallow, and 
thus give some idea of its formation. 

The depth is measured either on the reel or 
by clockwork, and sometimes by an electrical 
indicator, and due allowance is made for 
drift and slack. 

Then, by a series of repeated measurements, 
an average depth is calculated which cannot 
differ very much from the true depth. — 
Golden I 'ays.

Colonel Raker, M.P. P.

norts that he left England on tho 14th 
December anil experienced a very rough 
passage across the Atlantic, with con. 
timious bead gales for ten days. On 
arriving in New York there were twen- 
ty steamers overdue. 

In England trade is steadily improv- 
ing notwithstanding the struggles be- 
tween labor und capital which is rag. 
ing fiercely. 

The Transvaal mines are attracting 
an immense amount of English capital 
and it is stated that uo less than nine- 
teen millions sterling Iihs lately found 
its way to that fortunate country. The 
cause of this influx of capital arises 
from the foot that one or two mines 
have been developed and huve given 
largo returns. This should he encour 

uging to Hritish Columbia and should 
point to the advantages which may bo 
rived by Concentrating capital upon 
some really good mine to develop it to a 
paying point. We may then expect 
the emotional financial tide to flow to- 
wards this country. 

A commencement in this direction is 
being made in London by the formation 

of a Britiah Columbia exploration com- 
pany, which, with a paid up capital of 
£60,000 has for its object the develop, 
ment of mines which may be selected 
by a competent export. 

In the Kootenay district tho prospects 
of the Crow's Nest railway being com- 
menced in tho near futiite are very 
favorable ami the consequent develop- 
ment of the rich coal Holds and Other 
mines in that district will bring much 
wealth to the country. 

The construction of railways must Lo 
thu lirst step towards the developmei I 

of the undoubted wealth of British 

Columbia in minerals and timber, ami t 
is highly satisfactory to find that the 
serious attention of capitalists is being 
turned in that direction. 

A railway cutting across the southern 
portion of the province will open up an 
immense extent of country from the 
fact that it will he cut ut right angles 
by four great navigable waterways 
which will actus feeders to the railway 
-namely, tbn Upper Kootenay river, 
the Lower Kootenay river and lake, 
the Columbia river, and the Okonagdn 
lake.
